DO COLLEGE GIRLS MARRY? = | 
A recent discussion as to the ex- 


‘tent to which college girls marry, has 
led to the collection and publication 
‘of the number of marriages among 
ithe graduates of Smith college, the 
largest woman's college in the worid. 

Out of 4,899 graduaies of this col- 
lege, 1,647 have already married, Of 
these graduates 2,744 left the college 
during the past 10 years, and many 
of these will yet marry. 

The closest of the pro-| 
portion of the college girls that marry ; 
is perhaps found by figuring on the | 
number of among girls | 
that have been out of college from 10

}to 20 years. There are 1,610 girls who 


graduated from Smith 10 to 20 years 
ago, and out of these 794 are already 
married, or about 49 per cent. 

These girls must now be of ages 
running mostly from about 30 to 
about 40.

|say that of the 1,610 still unmarried, 


at least one in four will yet enter the 
wedded state. 

That would indicate that about 62 
per cent of the graduates of Smith 
college are getting married. 

The size of this percentage will.

New York, Nov. 3.—From the 
bridge of the Mayflower, where 
| Roosevelt had stood to bid Godspeed 
to the departing and a joyous wel- 
| come to the homecomiug battle fleet 
| that circled the globe three years ago, 
President Taft reviewed the most 
| notable essemblage of warships in 
| the history of the American navy. 

In three long columns, stretching as 
| far ag the eye could see up the Hud- 
}son river, the grim, gray ships— 

ninety-nine in all—had awaited the 
| president’s coming. In his honor 
| they were dressed from stem to stern 
in fluttering flags, as if attempting for 

this gala occasion to conceal the muz- 

zies of their death-dealing guns.

British Railway Employee's Side 
| of Their Troubles. 


| -___— 


UNDERPAID AND OVERWORKED 


While Roads Declare Enormous Divi- 
dends—Pension Fund Really a Source 
of Income to Employers and of Lit- 
tle Benefit to Men. 


A few thousand sharehojders in the 
railroads of Great Britain divide among 
themselves each year the enormous 
sum of $215,000,000. There are fifty- 
one highly paid managers, who receive 
salaries of $1,155 per week. One gen- 
erul manager who directs a small Scot- 
tish line gets $25,000 a year. 

Now, as an offset to these high priced 

people there are 150,000 employees 
whose average wage is less than $5 per 
week, while another 350,000 average 
'$5.60 per week. Altogether there are 
nbout 534,000 employees in these low 
/ earning positions. 
| When a previous strike was threaten- 
led evidence was given before the labor 
' commission that many employees work- 
ed seventy hours per week for $3.36. 
The railway workers get less wages 
per man than any other trade in Eng- 
land. 

The following statement was made 
by an employee of a British railway 
jand throws considerable light on the 
recent strike situation and recites in 
part the grievances behind the present 
Industrial upheaval in the United King- 
dom: 

At the Beginning. 

“I began life in a signal box as a 
lad, earning $1.50 per week. Every 
(other Sunday I had to work for noth- 
ing. I suppose it was because I was 
only a boy and couldn’t help myself. 
At the same time if my time was 
worth anything it ought to have been 
paid for. 

“When I was old enough to handle 
baggage and do the work of a porter 
around the stations 1 got 50 cents 
more a week for two years and then I 
| was raised to $2.50 per week. Though 
dving a grown man’s work, I only got 
$2.50 per week for two years, because 
there is a rule by which one cannot 
get more than this sum until one is 
eighteen years old, no matter what 
work he does. 

, “Besides doing portering, I had to do 
| fogging,’ or putting fog signals on the 
track when required. This work is 
|very dangerous, but we get no extra 
pay for it whatever. Sometimes after 

a full ten hour day portering, or pull- 
ing about heavy baggage, I have to 
zo on ‘fog duty’ nearly all night, es- 
pecially in December, when we have 
those heavy fogs. The railway gives 
us no extra pay for this, but allows 
us 12 cents’ worth of ‘grub.’ They 
would uot have allowed us the 12 
cents’ worth of ‘grub’ only the men 
jused to get so hungry they would quit 
work to get food, and that endangered 
the lives of passengers. So the com- 
pany guve us the allowance of actual 
food, but no increase of money. 

“For our first twelve hours’ work 
jof ‘fogging’ we get, as I said, 12 
| cents’ worth of ‘grub.’ If our work 
‘lasts longer than twelve hours we get 
nother 18 cents—in ‘grub,’ not money. 
| Working all day as a parcel porter and 
|then.working all night at ‘fogging’ Is 
{pretty rough. It is a wonder more 
trains don’t go to smash, the men are 
often so exhuusted and sleepy. Some 
;of the men meet with accidents at 
times because they get too tired to 
‘‘ook sharp every instant. 

Waass $5.28 a Week. 

“My wages are now 22. shillings 
$5.28) per week, out of which the com- 
puny ench week takes 18 cents for 
what it calls ‘provident and pension.’ 
That fs to give us a pension after we 
‘get to gixty-five years. But. let me tell 
you, mighty few of us live that long. 
If you leave the company after paying 
{nto this fund for ten years you don't 
‘get a cent back. It is all velvet to

Chicago, Nov. 7.—Lying in her 
bed, unmoved by the strange proced- 
ure of a court convened in a tflat- 
house, Mrs. Louise Vermilya, a 
comely widow, was arraigned formal- 
ly on the charge that she murdered, 
by poison, Arthur Bisonette, with 
whom she was in love and who, it is 
believed, was about to leave her for 
another woman. 

The demeanor of Mrs. Vermilya has 
baffied the most expert detectives of 
Chicago. In her arrest for the poison- 
ing of her tormer boarder the police 

| believe they have in hand one of the 
Zreatest wholesale murder mysteries 
of this city. 

No less than ten deaths, sudden and 
occurred — within 
| Striking distance of the widow. She 

protests her innocence. She says the 
humerous deaths were simply coin- 
eidences. [ut the police are far from 
satisfied, and they have begun a de- 
termined investigation that they firm- 
ly believe will bring to light a his- 
tory that will outrival the train of 
murders attributed to Dr. Holmes in 
this city. 

IXven as the woman Was arraigned 
for the shocking crime with which 
she is charged she smiled bitterly and 
quoted a stanza of verse to the po-

The staging of the police court 
scene of the “death flat’ was a dra- 
matic climax to forty-eight hours of 
constant watching and questioning, 
during which, by methods, 
the police attempted in, vain to ob- 
tain a confession from the woman. 

As the charge of murder was read 
Mrs. Vermilya lay upon her bed an- 
moved, stolid, yet smiling cynically 
at times. She is recovering from an 
atiecmpt laie Saturday night to com- 
mit suicide when she poured into her 
hoiled eggs an amount of arsenie from 
an innocent-sooking shaker which was 
belicved to have contained white pep-

That she did not succeed In killing 
herself is due to the strenuous work 
of the nurse and two detectives who 
were guarding her and who had at her 
request handed her the “white pep- 
per.” 

On a table near her bed during the 
arraignment stood the accusing can 
of poison. In this little tin shaker 
and its deadly contents the police be- 
lieve they have the final link in the 
vast chain of circumstantial evidence 
which will send this woman to the 
gallows for one or more murders. 

Evidence which the police say 
proves that Mrs. Vermilya lured men 
to her home with the purpose of kill- 
ing them, either to obtain financial 
benefits or to satisfy a morbidness in 
her nature, which, according to evi- 
dence in the hands of the police, 
found its greatest delight in prepar- 
ing corpses for burial and attending 
tunerals.

Origin of the pictures: The 
man is photographed sliding from the 
wall into the water, but in taking the 
picture the reel is turned wrong way, 
so the motion is reversed when the 
picture is reeled off in the right direc- 
tion. 

The last obstacle in representing the

tures, but after each single picture 
or after each two or three of them 
The work involved was enormous, as 
eighteen pictures are taken every sec- 
ond—that ts to say, about 50,000 pie- 
tures are required for a reel, which is 
to amuse the public only ten minutes!

30VERNMENT BUYS AN 
ISLAND FOR $25,000. 


| Mill Rock, In Hell Gate, Has an inter- 
esting History. 


—_—— 


| Mill Rock, one of the rocky islands 
n Hell Gate, which has given no end 
of trouble to mariners ever since the 
Dutch boatmen sailed through those 
| Waters, has been bought by the United 
Btates government for $25,000. 
|oe used as a general storage place and 
field plant for the extensive harbor and 
tiver work being done by the govern- 
ment in the vicinity of New York. 

It was bought from William R. Pe- 
jters, a merchant and bank director of 
|New York, who bas owned it for about 
{twenty years, 

It was nearly 100 years ago that the 
fovernment held nominal possession of 
the island. Af the outbreak of the 
war of 1812 a 
erected there. Directly opposite, at 
|Hallett’s point, on the Astoria shore, a 
fort ification was thrown up and dig- 
nified by thg name of Fort Stevens, | 
fvhile a little to the southeast on high 
ground a tower was erected called 
‘Castle Bogardus. These fortifications 
were intended to defend the approach 
to the city from the sound, but there | 
|was never any occasion to use them. 

Part of the old blockhouse was re- 
moved in thae, and the remainder fell 
to pieces. Soon after a fisherman 
squatter, Alyxander Gibson, popularly 


known to th3 residents on the shore as | 


Captain “Sandy” Gibson, put up 3 
wooden sheck on the island. He 
iraught his Ssh off the reefs, and up 
to half @ century ago he was a familiar 
ieharacter in the locality. 

The old #sherman lived there up- 
molested for so long a time that he 
established a squatter’s right to the 
island and jtis proprietorship was vir- 
tually admitted by the hotel man, 
Charles Lelgnd, who bought the rocky 
island from Gibson in 1863 for $300. 
This was tke first deed of conveyance 
in the islagd ever recorded, and to 
strengthen his title Alexander Gibson 
had the stafement inserted in the deed 
that he had held undisputed posses- 
sion for upvzard of fifty years. 

Mr. Leland wus too busy managing 
hotels to ‘mprove his island. He 
named it Letand island, and as such it 
was known for many years. When 
Mr. Leland went into bankruptcy it 
was scld ty his assignee to Cecil 
Campbell Piggins, a prominent New 
York lawyer, for $2,500, 

The ownership up to this time only 
Included the single acre above water. 
At low tide there is a smaller island 
a few yards to the south, and this had 

ealleé Little Mill Rock. Mr. 
ins epfeavored to establish his 
rights to the Innd under water, but 
about this time the government squat- 
ted on the innd and used it in connec- 
tion with the second explosion in Hell 
Gate of 1885, when a large reef be- 
yond Halletf’s Point reef was blown 
up, the big Hallett’s point explosion 
having taken place in 1S76. 

Mr. Iliggins did not establish his 
rights to the Innd under water, al- 
though in bis deed to Mr. Peters about 
twenty yenrs ago he assigned his 
rights to somewhat over eight acres 
below bigh water mark. Mr. Wiggins 
cold it fo* $6,000, showing a steady 
rise in ite value from the $300 paid 
to “Sandy” Gibson in 1863. To assist 
navigation a dike has been constructed 
by the gevernment on the reef. 


SAVING THE ROBIN. 


200,000 L.eaflets Distributed In Crusade 
Against Bird Slaughter. 

Mrs. Russell Sage, through the Na- 
tional Association of Audubon Socie- 
ties, is sending out 200,000 leaflets de- 
bing the native song birds, partic- 
ularly the robin, in whose protection 
the philanthropist is deeply interested. 

Mrs. Sage has given $5,000 for three 
yeurs for arousing interest in the pro- 
tection of the robin. Up to last sea- 
sop robins conld be bought in the mar- 
kets of southern cities at from 5 to 10 
cents a dozen, and even now many are 
betng slaughtered. While laws have 
been passed to protect them, there are 
still seven states where there is an 
open hunting sezson. 

As a result of Mrs. Sage’s crusade 
588 Juuior Audubon were 
formed last yeur in twelve stutes, with 
a voembership of 11,000. Lexington, 
Ky., formed nine classes, with a mem-

There has been only one exception 
to the rule—Fitzsimmons—but he was 
a freak.

AT PEACE WITH ALL 


Asquith Says England Has No Cause 
to Quarrel With Any Nation 

London, Nov. 10.—A new lord 
mayor of London, Sir Thomas B. 
Crosby, M. D., was inducted inte of- 
fice, and at the lord mayor's banquet 
last night Premier Asquith made his 
fourth successive speech in honor ,of 
such occasion. 

“There is no secret about either the 
aims or the methods of British pol-| 
icv 

“Where British interests are in- 
volved it is cur business to safeguard 
them. Where treaty obligations come 
In it is our duty to fulfill them. Where 
we have established friendships and 
understandings we seek to maintain 
them loyally and intact. 

“But our friendships are neither ex- 
clusive nor jealous.

LONG THE OLDEST MEMBER 


Sperry Served Many Years as Con- 
gressman From Connecticut 

New Haven, Nov. 15.—The funeral 
of former Congressman Nehemiah D. 
whose death occurred at his 
will be held Thursday af- 
ternoon. Expressions of grief at his 
death are heard on every hand and 
many messages of sympathy have 
been received at the Sperry home. 
The end came quite unexpectedly, al- 
though many intimate friends knew 
that he was in very feeble health.

The International Harvester com- | 
pany, in September, 1910, was foutd | 
guilty of violating the Missouri anti- | 
trust laws by a commissioner appoint- 
ed by the state supreme court. The 
case was submitted to the supreme 
court for affirmation last April. 

The effect of the decision is to pre- 
vent all the companies which make | 
up the International company from 
conducting further business in the | 
state. 

The taking of testimony in the suit 
began in May, 1908, and continued 
over a year. Judge Brace of Paris, 
Mo., was the special commissioner 


i appointed by the state supreme court 


to take the testimony. The taking of 
testimony was conducted by Governor 
Hadley, then attorney general.

W. Perkins of J. P. Morgan & Co. 


Perkins was the guiding spirit in the 
organization of the International Har- 
vester company. 

The ouster suit against the com- 
pany was brought under the common 
law and the Missouri anti-trust law, 
which are broader than the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

The International company was or- 
ganized in 1902. It absorbed succes- 
sively the McCormick, Deering, 
Warder, Bushnell & Glessner, Plano, 
Milwaukee, Keystone, Minnie, Alt- 
Miller, Buckeye company and 
the D. M. Osborne company. 

The International Harvester com- 
pany, Brace declared in his report, by 
reason of its enormous capitalization, 
$120,090,000, could not obtain a li- 


eccnse in Missouri, so the Internation- 
al Harvester company of America, a 
selling agent, Was organized and ob- 
tained a Heense. This concern, 
Brace said, was organized simply to 
evade the laws of the state. 


The commissioner found that the 
International Harvester company 
had a menopoly on the 
sale of binders in Missouri.

MUST «PICK RIGHT PLAYS. 


Confidence of Eleven In the Man Giv- 
ing the Signals Is Essential to Grid- 
iron Strength—Deceiving the Enemy 
Is the Secret of Success. 


Although a number of football 
coaches believe a quarterback is not of 
the importance to an eleven that he 
was under the old regime, the mentors 
of the teams which have been success- 
fvl in the past and who now are devel- 
oping strong aggregations are those 
who still believe a good quarterback 
is one of the chief cogs in a machine 
and that victories or defeats are due 
‘largely to his judgment.in the selec- 
tion of plays. 

Under the old rules it was a common 
' occurrence for the captain to change 
| the signal of his quarterback, and it 
also frequently occurred that the cap- 
tain shouted the signals and the quar- 
terback had to abide by his dictates 
whether he thought they were right or 
wrong. As a result arguments fre- 
quently took place between the quar- 
ter and captain, and in the majority of 
cases the leader of the eleven was in 
the wrong in changing the original 
signal, 

As the new game permits of so much 
strategy and scientific play, it is es- 
sential that the players have every con- 
fidence in the player who is directing 
the play. The coach should impress 
this point upon the minds of the mem- 
bers of his eleven, for if the team does 
not believe certajn plays should be 
used it will not eater into the forma- 
tion with the dash and drive necessary 
for success. 


Deception Secret of Success. 
Deception in the present game is one 
of the secrets of success, and in hand- 
ling the ball the quarterback in a large 
mensure is responsible for the success 
or failure of plays because he can do 
a lot of deceiving work by feints to 
give the ball to certain players and 
then toss it to others. A varied attack 
should be the aim of every coach. He 
' should evolve plays in which. the oval 
is passed direct to one of the backs, 
while he should have others in which 
the quarterback handles the ball from 
his regular position. 
The most prominent coaches have in- 
' structed their players, especially the 
' captains, never to interfere with the 
quarterback’s judgment in the selec- 
tion of plays. Criticism of the general 
on the field of play by other members 
of an eleven {s one of the easiest ways 
to disorganize a team, and the mentors 
should make it imperstive that the 
quarter's judgment never should be 
questioned except by the captain when 
the team is in a bad hole.

Mis Part in the Pitiful Tragedy

‘SLEW HIS FRIEND AND DIED. 


The Mad Bavarian Monarch Beat 
Faithful Dr. von Gudden to Death 
Before Heart Disease Stopped His 
Own Dash For Liberty.

For months preceding the tragedy 
jon June 13, 1886, that ended his life 
King Louis Il, of Bavaria had re- 
vealed many unmistakable signs of 
mental derangement. He heard mys- 
terious voices in the air around him 
und believed that he was constantly 
pursued by dangerous enemies. He 
withdrew entirely from the world, lis 
cabinet ministers were unable to ob- 
tain access to him, and his domestic

The old valet 
Meier was obliged to don a mask to 
cover his features whenever he went 


hear the king, and many other strange 
things happened at the magnificent 
palace which Louis had built for him- 
self with reckless extravagance. 

Wearing his crown and purple royal 
tmiuuitie, with the scepter of sovereign- 
ty in his hand, King Louis would wan- 
tler through the rooms of his castles 
at night, conversing with imaginary 
guests, for the most part with the 
ghosts of King Louis XIV. of France 
and Queen Marie Antoinette. Fre 
quently places were laid at his table 
for their disembodied spirits. 

The king’s debts brought matters to | 
a crisis and necessitated the interven- 
tion of the Bavarian government. Most 
of the royal liabilities had been con- 
tracted through the construction and 
‘decoration of the famous three castles, 
nud several creditors threatened to in- 
\itiate proceedings to recover their 
money. King Louis requested the gov- 
ernment to introduce a bill in the Ba- 
varian legislature granting his prop- 
erty immunity from seizure for debts, 
und when his ministers refused this 
unreasonable demand he tried to bor- 
row money from all sorts and condi- 
tions ef people. 

In April, 1886, the Bavari: in chamber 
refused to sanction the payment of the 
kting’s debts from the public treasury, 
und a few days later the cabinet ad- 
dressed a respectful petition to Louis 
IXing Louis 


to curtail his expenditures. 
responded by dismissing the whole 
cabinet and nominating a new minis- 


try, at the head of which he placed his 
own barber. 

This irresponsible act brought mat- 
ters toa head. A commission of med- 
ical experts. under residency of 
Dr. von Gudden, pronounced the king 
to be incurably insane and incapable 
lef ruling, and a deputation under 
Baron von Crailsheim was dispatched 
from Munich to the castle where Louis 
was in residence to inform his majesty 
of his dethronement. The king ha 
Baron von Crailsheim and all the 
members of the deputation arrested. 

Then Dr. von Gudden proceeded to 
Neuschwanstein castle, where to all 
outward appearances he succeeded in 
persuading the king to submit to his 
dethronement and retire to Berg 
castle, near the shores of Lake Stan 
berg, where the final tragedy was en- 
acted. The king was escorted to Berg 
castle by Dr. you Gudden, another 
medical man, Dr. Mueller, and several 
trained attendants, and he seemed to 
nequiesce in the arrangement that he 
should remain there for a year under 
close supervision. 

Dr. von Gudden, misled by appear- 
ances, telegraphed to Munich that his 
royal patient was “as obedient as a 
child,” and at dinner that evening he

His istant, Dr. Muel- 
ler, warped him that it would be 


dangerous to go «lone with the king 
and urged him to allow an attendant 
to accompany them, or at least to fol- 
low them at a discreet distance, but 
Dr. von Gudden disregarded the young- 
er man’s advice and paid the pen: ilty 
with his life.

Dr. von Gudden’s face and 
head bore’ the marks of heavy blows 
which the king, a man of immensely 
powerful build, had showered upon 
him. 
The position of the bodies and the 
urticles of clothing found near them 
made it possible to surmise, with prob- 
able accuracy, the details of the trage- 
dy. It is likely that the king intended 
to escape from his prison—for as such 
he regarded the castle in which he 
was kept as a madman—and that he 
divested himself of overcoat and coat 
!to swim across the lake. Dr. von Gud- 
| den, it appears, closed with him at the 
-ater’s edge and tried to prevent his 
flight, but the king killed him and died 
from heart disease at the moment 
when he was on the point of begin- 
ning his swim for liberty. The post- 
mortem examination revealed that 
!neither had died from drowning, but 
| the king from heart failure and Dr. 
| yon Gudden from the injuries inflicted 
!on him in the struggle.—Berlin Cor.

Has Over Four Thousand Troops 


San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 21.— 
Brigadier General Duncan, upon 


whose shoulders will fall the burden 
of maintaining the border patrol and 
the maintenance of American neutral- 
ity if Mexico is again thrown into civil 
war, bas under his «ommand now, 
and available for service on the border 
at a moment's notice, two regiments 
of infantry, two regiments of cavairy 
and three batteries of field artillery. 

One of the infantry regiments and 
both of the cavalry had most of the 
patrol! work in the course of the strug- 
gle of Madero against Diaz, and these 
commands are made up of seasoned 
veterans, familiar with every foot of 
the border country in which the gov- 
ernment would be called upon to exer- 
cise authority in the event of alarm- 
ing developments. 

The total number of troops, includ- 
ing officers, in the four commands and 
the field artillery, is between 4000 
and 5000, all that are left of the big 
division that was mobilized here last 
March. Two regiments of cavalry, 
four of infantry, two of field artillery 
and detachments of the signal and en- 
gsineer corps were recently ordered to 
other stations outside of Texas and 
hundreds of miles from the bordér. 
One of the regiments, the Tenth in- 
fantry, Was sent to the isthmus of 
Panama.

I's Power to Oppress 


MAKES APPEAL IN MISSOURI

Roosevelt’s Declaration For a Square 
Deal, as Well as Language of Two 
Judges, Quoted In Filing Motion For 
Rehearing of Case In Which Cor- 
poration Was Ousted From State 
and Fined $50,000 


Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 21.— 
Quoting Theodore Roosevelt’s recent 
declaration for a “square deal’ for 
both the corporations and the public, 
the International Harvester company 
tiled in the supreme court of Mis- 
souri a motion for a rehearing in the 
recent case, in which it was condi- 
tionally ousted from the state and 
tined $50,000 on charges of violating 
the state anti-trust law. 

The gist of the motion is, that the 
harvester company ought not to be 
punished for the mere possession of 


| power, and it announces its “intention 


of vigorously resisting the fine.” 
The brief quotes this language from 


the court’s opinion, by Chief Justice 


Valliant: “On the whole, the evidence 
shows that the International Harvest- 
er company has not used its power to 
oppress or injure the farmers who are 
its customers.” 

Also trom a separate opinion of 
Ferries of St. Louis, as fol- 
lows:

PATHETIC STORY BY MERRITT | 


Says Oil King Called Loan of $420,- 
0CO on Twenty-Four Hours’ Notice 
and Secured Property Worth Half 
a Billion Dollars—Brothers Who 
Owned Valuable Holdings Saw Them 
Wiped Cut by Sharp Practice 


Washington, Nov. 23.—John D. 


Rockefeller will have to appear before | 


the steel investigating committee and 
explain his high finance methods in 
the ore fields. This announcement 
was made by Chairman Stanley of the 
committee as a result of sensational 
testimony given by Leonidas Merritt. 
Stanley also stated that Rev. S. B. 
Gates, who, Merritt said, acted as 
agent for Rockefeller, will be sum- 
moned. 

Further details of the high finance 
methods of Rockefeller in the ore 
fields were given before the investi- 


| gation committee Wednesday. 


Resuming the story of the alleged 
“trimming” of the Merritt brothers, 
builders of the Duluth, Meseba and 
Northern railroad, by Rockefeller, 
Leonidas Merritt took the stand. He 
corroborated much of the testimony 
of his brother, Alfred, who preceded 
him, and who told how 
by calling a loan of $420,000 on twen- 
ty-four hours’ notice, had acquired 
control of property now estimated to 
be worth half a billion dollars. 

Tracing his early trials in financing 
his ore mines in Duluth, Meseba and 
Northern rairoad, Merritt said that he 
went to Andrew Carnegie after Car- 
negie had sent a man to get samples 
of the ore. He was sent then to H. 
C. Frick, who was in Carnegie’s em- 
ploy. 


“Frick did not treat me like a gen- | 


tleman,” said Merritt. “He cut me 
oft short and attempted to bulldoze 
me, so the negotiations were off.” 
Merritt testified that he and a num- 
her of his friends next together 
and determined to finance the build- 
ing of the road themselves. After a 
while, _he said, he became acquainted 
with C. W. Wetmore of New York, 
who claimed to be an associate of 
Rocketeller. In a short time Rocke- 
feller’s personal attorney, G. W. 
Murray, came out to Duluth to

In a game which assumed a rather 
riotous nature at frequent intervals, 
one too that was warmly contested on 

veral occasions, the members of the 
Quincy A. A. football’ eleven were 
forced to succumb to their first defeat 
of the season last Saturday, at the 
hands of the U. S. S. Rhode Island ag- 
gregation, the score being 3 to 0.

PiIQUANT PEPPERS. 
OPLIGNERS understand how to 
F make use of peppers better than 
we do. The Italians especially 
are fond of them and bave many ways 
of preparing them for the table. So 
far as their food value is concerned, 
peppers are only a stimulant for the 
stomach. 

Stuffed sweet are served 
with the vegetables. Cut off the tops 
of six peppers. Kemove the seeds and 
scald out the inside with water. Take 

boiled rice, hominy or any cereal which 
can be cooked stiff and add chopped 
cold meat. 

Prepare a nice seasoning of chop- 
ped onions and celery and moisten 
with stewed tomatoes. Use sugar and 
salt to taste. Dry the peppers and fill 
the inside with this mixture. Sprinkic 
the tops of the peppers with cracker 
crumbs. 
a baking dish with a little 
Bake for about a half hour. 

Pepper and Grapefruit. 

Pepper and grapefruit salad is thus 
made: Slice the teps from six peppers, 
remove the seeds and scald. Then take 
grapefruit pulp, fine cut celery and 
English walnut meats aud mix with 
mayonnaise dressing. 

Add some fresh sweet cream beat- 
en stiff in the proportion of one-fourth 
of a cupful of the cream to one and a 
quarter cupful of the mixture. Fill 
the green peppers with this. Add as 
a garnish to the top of each pepper 
three walnut meats. 

Cucumber salad is improved by add- 
ing slices of the green pepper from 
which the seeds have been removed. 
The shell of the green pepper chopped 
fine, seasoned with onion juice and 
served with vinegar and salt and pep- 
per, is also Iiked by some lovers of the 
green peppers. 

Pepper Salad. 

An appetizing green pepper salad is 
the following: Cut slices from stem 
ends of several green peppers and re- 
move the seeds. 

Refill with fresh, firm grapefruit cut 
into cubes, the tenderest stalks of cel- 
ery cut into small pieces and shred- 
ded almonds, vilowing twice us much 
grapefruit as celery, and one- -third as 
many nut meats as grapefruit. <Ar- 
range in lettuce leaves and serve with 
mayonnaise dressing. 

Light vegetable salads with French 
or boiled dressing 
nt dinner, while heavy meat or fish sal- 
nd with mayonnaise or cream dressing 
unre served for luncheon or supper.

Materiala —Procure one 10-ponnd younz
